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REMARKiS/ARGUMENTS 

Claim 20 

For convenience, the text of new Claim 20 is quoted below. 

20. (new) An apparatus having a first* end and a second end, the first end comprising a 
spatulate member having a length along a first axis; 

the second end comprising a guide shaped to receive a cylindrical axle for rotation on a 
second axis, the guide having a length, the guide shaped to constrain the first axis in fixed 
position relative to the second axis, the first and second axes constrained to lie within a 
single plane each lying within a plane; 

the spatulate member extending in a first direction and a second direction from the first 
axis, the first direction and second direction being on opposite sides of the plane; 

the length of the spatulate member extending along the first axis firom the first end to a 
distance beyond the length of the guide. 

Claim 20 was added to further clarify and capture the limitation that the length of the spatulate 
member extends beyond the length of the guide. 

Claim 20 was originally submitted in the Amendment faxed directly to the Examiner on 
November 22, 2004 and was submitted a second time in the Amendment filed on December 7, 
2004. 
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Examination of Claim 20 is requested.
